Witness the last pastoral letter of the 
American Episcopate, on December 
12, 1926, what the Church has done in 
favor of the workers’ movement. 
Q.—How has the Church been con- 
ducting services since August, 19267? 
A.—~The laws having made impos- 
sible religion in the churches, the 
bishops are limited to authorizing 
worship in private homes and remind- 
ing priests of their obligation to at- 
tend the sick even at the peril of im- 


prisonment, fines or other pérs 


ition, and even of death itself. 


Q.—What has the Governmen 
in this matter? 

A.—-In many places the Government 
has stopped the practice of religion in 
private homes and the admiristration 
of the sacraments in them, even when 
needed, and, where possible, it has 
forbidden under penalty of imprison 
ment any act of worship in a private 
home attended by person not 
of the family.
